? ée River who kept us over night, and in the 
morhing Mr. Charles came over and took us|to 
the Fort, where we remained 53 days. William’s 
feet, were so badly frozen that it was 40 days 

‘ before he could go out. Immediately after our 
. arrival at the Fort we got two Indians to start 
up with assistance to the other three, they want 
pp half a day's journey and came back: they /could 
hot get up ; the snow was too deep and thy river 
pot frozen so as to bear. We were reqnestied 
Se¥eral times by Mr. Charles, Manager at the 
Fort, to leave and go to the Mouth of Quesnelle 
as he was getting short of provisions, but not 
feeling in fit order for such a journey we delayed 
until the 26th of Jannary, 1863, when we gave 
four rifle fur 12 dried salmon and abont 20 lbs, 
Jof potatoes, and started to reach the Mouth| of 
‘Qhesnelle, distant about’105 miles. The river 
‘nat being frozen, and no trail, we found great 
difficulty in getting along, our snow shoes broke 

- the first day out ; part df the way we walked} on 
‘the ice and part through the bush. When five 
days’ out we met the H. B. Co.’s Express fiom 
Port Alexander going to Fort Stewart ; we jen- 
‘ quired how far it was to Quesnelle ; they sgid 
it would take us six days to get there—that ithe 
icé was very rough and they had never seen it 
sojbad. At this time our provisions were sehin

We desire to approach the subject under 
consideration with that calm moderation to which 
its grave importance entitles it. We are fully 
alive to’ the difficulties which’ present ‘them- 
selves in administering English law amongst a 
savage people, ignorant aliké of the spirit and 
usages of that law. The aboriginal inhabitants 
of theke Colcnies have a codé of justice of their 
own, and until they can be made aware not only 
of the fact that they are now amenable to English 
law but are made acquainted with its demands 
"pon them they can hardly be held fully respon. 
sible for the infraction of it. For exemple: 


law. 


out sufficient cause br provocation, according to 

Indian notion, and | the friends of the murdered 

Indian should revenge his death by taking the 

life of a white man, in accordance with their 
ideas of justice, it would be a question how far 

these men ought to'be dealt with as murderers. 

The fact that they believed themselves justified 

in committing a crime which our law holds to 

be murder would assuredly bea mitigation of 
their guilt. Of course we cannot possibly re- 

cognize the claims and principles of savage law ; 

but knowing them the question presents itself, 

ought we not to make due allowance for their in- 

fluence over the savage mind, at least until sach 

time as the Indians are conscious of the existence | 
ofa superior law ? 

Circumstances arising out of several cold 
blooded and, so far|as has yet transpired, most | 
wanton marders retently committed upou adja- 
cent islands are caltulated to give rise to serious 
reflection and enquiry upon this subject. The | 
question as to whether the perpetrators of these | 
murders should be visited with the utmost rigor 
of the law when | fully and fairly convicted of 
the saine can admit of no controversy. But the 
practise which hawbeen adopted in apprehending 
the supposed guilty party isa very different 
affair. When: we seek to subject the native

We are strongly inclined to the opinion that 
the system of sending Ships of war to bombard 
and destroy whole villages simply upon the sus- 
picion of their harboring the fugitives from jus- 
tice is hardly entitled to be considered British 
Indeed itvis heither more nor less than the 
sort of ‘ Lynch law” which we are in the habit 
of blaming our Republican neighbors for dealing 
out to the native tribes with whom they have 
come in contact, and which has resulted in so 
much trouble there ; and forcibly reminds one 
of the notorious “ Borneo massacre” into which 
Sir James Brooke led Her Majesty’s Navy sume 
twelve or thirteen years ago, and which caused 
the walls of the House of Commons to ring for 
several years after. And the noble stand taken 
by the Commons of Great Britain, with the vet- 
eran Hume at their head, in pursuing the inves- 
tigation of the affair, will ever present a bright 
page in the history of our country. 

We looked earnestly and, we may almost say, 
confidently, till the last moment for the exercise 
of the Royal prerogative of mercy towards the 
three Indians whd were executed a week ago 
this morning at| Victoria. It is a momentous 
and solemn responsibility to possess the power 
of commuting the setitence of death passed upon 
a fellow creature, and we would not judge harsh- 
ly or treat lightly the act of Mr. Donglas in 
withholding in this instance the mercy of the 
Crown. We aré convinced that had he felt it 
his duty to extend that mercy to these poor 
creatures he wohld only have been too glad to 
do so. But we fear there has been a serious, 
fatal mistake somewhere. 

Either His Excellency has had bad advisers 
or, from a life-time spent in the employ of a com- 
pany who have been accustomed to apply a law 
of their cwn to the Indians, he is rendered in- 
capable of anderstanding or appreciating British 
law. Few will peruse a history of the whole 
affair without arriving at the conclusion that 
these three Indians, whatever might have been 
their antecedents, ‘for that is a matter entirely 
‘irrelevant to the point at issue, were, in respect 

of the crime for which they were condemned, fit 
and proper subjects for the exercise of Royal 
clemency, and, moreover, that a terrible respon- 
sibility was assarped in executing them under all 
the circumstances. ‘We are glad to sec the at- 
titude the Chronicle hag assumed upon this sub- 
ject, and we trust this is the commencement of 
‘an agitation whith will ere long eventuate in 
‘most important reforms respecting our treatment 
of the aborigines of these Colonies, both judicially

These 
animals sometimes attack the pack mules tear- 
ing them with their teeth and otherwise doing 
considerable damage.. There is nodonbt that it 
is illega! for the owners of these animals to. al- 
low them to run at large and that damages could 
be recovered, but itis very difficult to catch the 
animal, and very inconvenient for a packer to be 
delayed im. order to prosecute. He would, as a 
general rule, prefer to pat np with considerable 
loss, and push on-with his train, What we 
would suggest is that the Magistrates should be 
instracted to notify partics in these districts 
that entire horses must not be allowed to run at 
large.
